TJie stato press imtftaigRetttly had 
various artfeka relative to the proba¬ 
ble extention of the P. & It* F. Ity, on 
both its terminals. It is only a matter of 
time when one or both of these exteu- 
tions must materializo for more reasons 
than one. In the first place, in order 
to reach the outside world, it is absol¬ 
utely necessary that this road ran in 
conjunction with either tlie Grand 
Trunk or Maine Central or both. The 
export material on this road is not 
nil to be looked at. It must be remem¬ 
bered that large quantifies of eoal, sat 
phur and other commodities necessary 
to the manufacture of paper in our 
mills are daily received from Portland 
either at Mechanic Falls by the Grand 
Trunk or at Ilumford Junction by tho 
Maine Central. The P. * It. F. n.rda 
a seaport terminus and it sees tins 
need more and more each year, so 
much so, in fact* that if is now having 
a survey made from the Junction to 
Falmouth where the terminals wilt prob¬ 
ably be, or in the neighborhood of 
("ape Elizabeth where they will have 
an open port the year round. Smso 
Interviews With those prominent in the 
railroad circle state that this road con- 
templates giving up the Lewiston end 
front the Junction after it completes its 
line to Portland, while others any it

When the above atfttomtmt waft made 
by Governor Cobb, tho .Sturgis-: .Law 

whic.li Im welcomed and worked £or i} 
had been eaaetod tor moi'c than a 
yuar;th« thtoft' comiHissiono® provided 
by the law had drawn fclieir annuiil sti¬ 
pend, from the treasury of tho Statej 
oertaiu counties Were- visited by Stur 1 - 
gta deputies under a momtote. fruai 
their superiors, and the imopta of the 
Btato of Maine had become fully ap¬ 
prised of th® true character of the 
law which was imposed Upon them 
Without thoir advice or consent, .The 
peopTft had soen that the method Of 
enforcement was limited, inefficient, 
expansive and dishonest; that the law 
was enforced in one place and not in 
another while conditions were equally 
bad everywhere. 

Under these conditions the speech 
above referred Ic wns received gener¬ 
ally as a political document in the nat¬ 
ure of an attempt to assuage the feel¬ 
ings of the dissatisfied and disgruntled 
republicans, and as nn appeal to the 
ultra prohibition element to the Gov¬ 
ernor's party. 

The Bum ford Falls Times, however, 
quotes the Governor with the apparent 
confidence of inspired /Scripture, pad 
it evidently tools; flint the practical 
workings of the Sturgis law has fully 
compiled with its object and purpose 
as? utaied by Gpvor.nor Gobtoin his, fa* 
mous speech. 'The Sturgis Law' is 
only ft means te att end and the cud is 
to prevent nullification,^' flays the Gov 
ernor, and the- Rumford Falls Times In 
joyous exultation exclaims, Amen, Now, 
we Imvo had the Sturgis deputies to 
Bumforii Falls tor about live months. 
They •were heralded here on a special 
train, nine strong, and their method of 
enforcement ftl the very inception of 
their Work to this place, was a disgrace¬ 
ful exhibition of discrimination, favori¬ 
tism and gchoral inefficiency.

There is a move on foot 
by sohto of the more conservative- pec 
•qld' : to haVe the tow; reassessed and 
a, new valuation made, To dp; this 
several things, would be necessary. • Jn 
the first place, Oxford County has in¬ 
creased' in valuation a great deal with¬ 
in the past fifteen ‘ years, and such is 
especially the case with Rumford Falls. 
In ordetr to get an impartial report and 
valuation, it would be necessary lor 
the Legislature to appoint a committee 
made up wholly of disinterested men tp 
apportion; the valuation af ’the entire 
county and to take men of integrity 
and, lortitn.de who would he leafless 
and jfilt. It would he Impractical tp 
appoint a. coxumittei of local men, for 
no matter how impartial they night he, 
it would be unsatisfactory tp many. 
Naturally, everyone tabes pride in hav¬ 
ing the valuation of. his town as 
high as possible, yet few feel like pay¬ 
ing their proportinate tax. If the capi¬ 
talists and’ large property holders 
would he made to pay their honest part, 
the part of the ordinary man would he 
very small, in comparison and even 
though it migh.t he just as much as at 
present, everyone would feel they were 
getting their just deserts while as it 
is now, the small ones feel that they 
are being discriminated against to the 
benefit of the large ones. 

This is a subject which naturally re¬ 
quires much careful thought and mani¬ 
pulation and in order to be properly 
mdjuBted there should ho a committee 
appointed as suggested above and the 
entire county gone over and reassessed.
